before its outbreak! I at once or- 
dered that the silver be inventoried, 
deposited in the bank at Aix-la- 
Cbappelle and returned to the 
Princess the war. Through 
neutral channels I caused news 
to be transmitted to the Princess 
in Switzerland, by my Court Mar- 
shal, Freiherr von Reischach, con- 
cerning Pinon, her silverware, and 
my care for her property.

Pacel- 
M is a distingvished, likeable man, 
of high intelligence and excellent 
Manners, the perfect pattern of 
anh eminent prelate of the Cath- 
elic Church. He knows German 
well enough to understand it easi-

spoke German fiuently and took 
part—-even when not asked—in the 
conversation, whenever he feared 
that the Nuncio ‘was becoming too 
much influenced by what I said.

As the Kaiser enters the war pe- 
riod his memoirs present a study 
for a pathologist rather than for 
a student of contemporary history. 
General pathology concerns the 
nature of certain morbid conditions 
and processes that are present in 
various diseases. The morbid na- 
ture of certain of his strictures, 
allegations and affirmations suggest 
at once to the pathologist a physi- 
cal decadence and physiological 
defect. 

Should Ne ever be brought to 
trial before an international! court 
for crimes committed against free 
peoples, his counsel would prob- 
ably place more reliance in the tes- 
timony of alienists than in an at- 
tempt to justify his acts and utter- 
ances,

HAS GOOD REASON

Count Czernin writes that “From 
the day war was deciared the Kai- 
ser wae the prisoner of his own 
generals.

Czernin says he met 
the Kaiser frequently behind the 
lines, but that he never knew what 
was going on. Ludendorff and 
Hindenburg assured him that they 
would win if the Kaiser and the 
politicians would keep their hands 
off.

military party, which, confident in 
the prowess of m arma, 
would not listen to any suggestion 
of a peace of understanding until 
it was apparent in the summer of 
1918 that Germany was hopelessly 
beaten. 
BLAMES LUDENDORFF 

Czernin expresses the opinion 
that the Kaiser retained his confi- 
dence in Hindenburg, but that he 
bitterly hated Ludendorff and 
blames him for the German defeat. 
In this connection it is illuminating 
to recall that Ludendorff was dis- 
missed shortly before the monarchy 
collapsed. 

With a morbid persistency the 
Kaiser still insists that there were 
no German atrocities and that most 


of the destruction in France was 
occasioned the English. 
While it is true that many 


French art treasures were salvaged 
by the Germans, there are those 
who will challenge the Kaiser's as- 
sertion that it was for the pur- 
pose of returning them: to their 
owners after the war. When the 
German press was discussing in 
1917 the indemnities that the Ger- 
mans, as victors, would exact from 
the Allies, it was pointed out that 
the art treasures alone would pro- 
duce not less than 2,600,000,900 
marks. And that those of the 
Louvre and Luxemburg, which they 
expected to get when Paris was 
taken, would yield 6,000,000,000 
marks more.

NUNCIO'S TALK 

It would be interesting to know 
what were the real thoughts of 
the Papal Nuncio and his chaplain 
during the conversation they had 
with the Kaiser concerning put- 
ting a stop to hostilities, They 
must have reflected: “Here fs the 
ruler who unsheathed the German 
sword and plunged Europe into a 
world war. It is now going bedly 
and he urges us to solicit the Pope 
to help him get the blade back in- 
to its scabbard.” 

The Kaiser was one in author- 
ity. If he had addressed a com- 
munication to the Allies. promis- 
ing to repair to the beet of his abil- 
ity the damages done by the Ger- 
man troops and to renounce his 
dream of world empire, it is pos- 
sible that peace might then have 
been negotiated and millions of ; 
lives saved, The Pope probably had 
oe in mind when he sent the 
Papal Nuncio to the Kaiser. But 
the Kaiser, on whom the respon- 
sibility rested, would take no, risks 
himself, but insisted that the ‘Pope 
should risk martyrdom to pull Ger- 
man chestnuts from the flames. 

This installment is interesting 
for the glimpses it gives of the 
Kaiser's mental complex; but no- 
where have. his arguments been 
leas convincing.

| “Ie is believed § that effective 
measures for this purpose might be 
taken by a careful supervision of 
the issuance of registries to ves- 
sels suspected of being engaged in 
illegal traffic, and of the issuance 
of clearance papers for such ves- 
sels, and by an international agree- 
ment between the United States 
and Great Britain, under which the 
j}authorities of each nation would 
ibe authorized to exercise control 
over vessels belonging to the other. 
“Tt has been found that many of 
the ships engaged in the illegal 
smuggling of liquor into the United 
States are registered. under the 
British flag, and that lar@e quan- 
tities of liquor are carried by such 
vessels from the Bahama Islands 
and from Bermuda. It appéars that 
in Order to evade the customs of- 
ficers and prohibition agents of the 
United States, the persons engaged 
in this illicit traffic of smuggling 
liquor into the United States from 
the Bahama Islands have adopted 
the practice of sealing the liquor so 
that it can easily be taken ashore 
in the United States. 

“Liquor is placed in triangular 
| Shaped packages consisting of six 
| bottles, carefully sewed in burlap, 
so that it can very easily be un- 
loaded, and even a smal! ship can 
carry a very large consignment in 
a comparatively small hold space. 
Liquor is carried on both large and 
small ships, schooners carry car- 
goes out to sea from Nassau and 
unload them off the coast of the 
United States, and smaller boats 
carry their cargoes to Bimini and 
Gun Key, and from these places 
it is transporated to West Palm 
Beach, Daytona and Fort Lauden- 
dale. A list of vessels is said to 
be plying between the United 
States and the Bahamas is here 
inclosed. 


REGISTRY TRANSFERRED 
“The department's attention has 
been drawn to the ease with which 


it seems vessels of American regis- 
try are transferred to British reg- 
imacy the purpose of preventing 
the authorities of the United States 
from taking the necessary steps to 
thwart these smuggling operations. 

“It would be of great assistance 
to this government in combating 
the illicit ¢raffic in liquors if au- 
thorities at Bermuda and in the 
Bahama Islands should refuse the 
privilege of registry to American 
vessels unless a certificate fromthe 
United States Shipping Boa is 
produced, showing that the vessel 
has first been tendered to it. it 
is understood that for some time 
British laws have imposed restric- 
tions necessitating some form of 
facquiescence of British authorities 
It 
would seem that laws of this char- 
acter cannot well be effectively ad- 
miffistered unless the authorities of 
one nation are disposed to take 
cognizance of the legislation of an- 
other nation. 

“There is information before the 
department indicating that the au- 
thorities at the BKahama islands 
have in many cases issued two seis 
the clearance to Mexico or Canada: 
have taken on board cargoce cf 
liquor. It is said that persons en- 
gaged in this traffic have made the 
statement that they have no trouble 
in obtaining from the Bahamas 
customs officials one set of clear- 
ance papers for a cargo of liquor 
deciared to be destined for Hali- 
fax, Tampico’ or St. Pierre, and 
O\her clearance papers issued ‘in 
ballast for an American port.”

London Has Evidence of 
French Intrigue 


Arrangement With Turks to 
Upset Agreements 
Sinister Detline Seen in 
Near East Situation

LONDON, Oct. 16.~.Back of 
much of the trouble hetween 
France and Great Britain over 
the recent Turkish crisis has 
been not wholly British leve for 
the Greeks or French affection for 
the Turks, bat the question of con- 
tre! of the rich oll fields In Turkish 
territory, particularly in Mesopota- 
mia, which fell to Great Brituin’s 
share under the mandate system, 
Lut which from the beginning it 
‘has declared its unwillingness to 
shave with other nations. 

France already is said to have 
been hinting to the Turks that it 
would like the Mosul oil flelds as 
a reward for its recent help. If it 
succeeds, however, in gaining these 
rich concessions it will be attacking 
net only British but American in- 
tereats, for British and Americans 
|reached an agreement a few duys 
laro about the control and exploita- 
tion of these fields, which are sit- 
pated near the site of biblical Nin- 
evah. 


SOURCE OF TROUBLE 
The history of those fields is one 
of international intrigue. About 
1904 Germany became interested 
in the possibilities of finding oil 
and the Sultan, seeing a chance to 
gel some money, transferred their 
contro] from the Ministry of Mines 
to his own civil list. The Germans 
then pretended that their explora- 
tions had not been successful and 
offered to buy the rights for a 
cheap price. The Turks held on 
and in 1908 All the interests in the 
field were merged into the Anglo- 
Persian Oil Company. 

ty 1908 apparently, a solid com- 
bination of all the interests had 
been formed, but little exploitation 
was done before all was interrupted 
by the great war. In 1921 it was 
decided to reorganize and under the 
San Remo agreement the holdings 
were divided as follows: The Shell 
Oi Company, 25 per cent; Anglo- 
Persian, 60 per cent, and Fypench 
companies, 25 per cent. The 
French shares, however, are still 
held by the British treasury be- 
cause Americans put in a claim for 
a share and this was just agreed 
to. By this the Standard Oil Com- 
pany gets a fair proportion, the 
shares of all the rest being scaled 
down. 4 


FRENCH SEEK GRAB 


Since then, however, the British 
have evidence that the French 
have been intriguing with the 
Turks to upset the settlement and 
got a larger share. This applies 
only to proven oil fields in the 
Mosul area. 

In regard to the other parts of 
the mandated territory, Meso- 
potamia, Palestine, et@., Great Brit- 
ain is pledged to allow equal rights 
of prospecting and development to 
all citizens of all nations mentbers 
of the League of Nations, and spe- 
cial arrangements have been made 
to include Americans on equal 
terms.

Demand Full Use of Liquor 
for Medical Purposes 
Curative Quality of Whisky 
Upheld by Speaker

for political appointees,” J. Whalen 
of Chicago, editor of the [Dlinois 
Medical Journal, declared here 
today at the opening session of the 
fifty-thirg annual meeting of the 
American Medical Editors’ Asso- 
ciation. 

Sessions of the editors’ associa- 
tion are being held in connection 
with the fifty-first annual conven- 
tion of the American Public 
Health Association, which formal- 
ly opened its convention here to- 
night. Abolition of government 
regulations over physicians’ pre- 
scriptions prescribing narcotic 


advocated by Dr. F. H. McMechin, 
editor of the Ohio State Medical 
Journal. 

“Medical men should be permit- 
ted to use drugs and whisky in 
the treatment without 
ng hampered by erel regula- 
tions,” Dr. McMechan declared. 
“Under the present enforcement 
lawe a bureau of laymen deter- 
mines how he shall use these val- 
uable therapeutic remedies.” 

Dr. McMechan declared that in 
treating diphtheria, whisky was 
preacribed in certain stages of the 
disease and that a 4-year-old child 
can be given a quart of whisky in 
twenty-four hours and not become 
4runk. 

“What is a physician to do in a 
case like this?" he asked. “Buy 
whisky from a bootlegger. thus 
breaking the law and running the 
risk of killing the patient because 
of the quality of the iWquor?” 

The Shepperd-Townsend Act 
\was characterized by Dr. Whalen 
as “one of those freak laws by 
which selfish reformers are build- 
ing a medical bureaucracy.” 

The questidn of heredity is a 
medical problem, according to Dr. 
. N. Hurty of Indianapolis, in an 
address before the American Pub- 
lic Health Association. 

“Every child has an inalienable 
right to be born free from disease, 
free from deformity, and with pure 
bleed,” he declared. “Parents 
with a hereditary taint are not fit 
to be progenitors. This is not a 
moral problem nor an intellectual 
one, but an out and out medica! 
problem, on the solution of which 
the welfare of the race hangs."’

H. Carrington, a Persian gentie- 
man named Kervorkian, two young 
ladies whose names I did not catch, 
my wife and myself. A ca

psychical manifestations. 


A PSYCHIC SEANCE 

The lights were turned down— 
ectoplasm dissolves in light—and 
we waited for some time in patient 
expectation, with only a dim, red 
lamp to cast its glimmer into the 
gloom. Suddenly a perfect scream 
came from the cabinet, thin and 
keen and vibrant. “Aida! Aidai” 
were the words. It was so sudden 
that it made us all jump in our 
chairs. We hoped it was the be- 
gin of some great manifesta- 
tion, e name, I understand, was 
that ef one of the Italian women 
present, and the cry was supposed 
to come from some deceased rela- 
tive, for some words were added 
which were said to mean this. 

The woman was absolutely ter- 
rified, however, end whinnied with 
fear when asked to come close to 
the cabinet. This seemed to damp 
down the phenomena, which now 
took a merely physical turn, the 
table being dashed about in all di- 
rections, possibly to signify the im- 
patience of the epirit at the back- 
wardness of the girl. “Oh, no, no, 
no!" she howled, when asked to 
get near the cabinet. There was a 
strong, cool breeze, the sure sign 
of real psychic power. Do not 
these psychic air vibrations throw 
a light on the constant request 
from spirite that we sing or play 
and so keop the waves moving? 
The table was now jumpr‘ng about 
and several articies were thrown 
out from the cabinet, including the 
mediuntizs collar and belt. His 
hands were supposed to have been 
securely fastened by wire, but I 
could not guarantee that they 
could not reach these articles. Then 
the name of “Palladino” was given 
and we were told that the famous 
medium was present. 


PALDADINO INVOKED 


Again we had great hopes and 
again we were disappointed. In 
vain we played up to Palladino, 
welcomed her, spoke of her past. 
A voice from the cabinet said in. 
talian: “I who used to call back 
the spirite now come back as & 
spirit myself.” I said: “Palladino, 
we send you our love and our best 
encouragement.” The curtains 
seemed to blow outward toward us 
and for a time we had hopes of 
a materialization. But again the 
force was dissipated in the absurd 
and violent dancing of the table. 

It was very disappointing, but 
nothing more could be done, and 
after two hours we were compelled 
to break off. The young (talian's 
pulse was slow and steady, but it 
was fifteen minutes before we got 
him out of his trance. It was not, 
it must be admitted; a very success- 
ful sitting, but when we consider 
the strange surroundings it was not 
quite a failure. I thought the 
youth was a true medium and 
might develop into something re- 
markable. Since then Dr. Vecchio 


| has been able to get very good pho- 


tographs of ectoplasm, issuing in 
a long coil from the cabinet in 
which he was bound. 

This seance wah a remarkable 
example of the Paul Pry powers of 
the New York prers. eryone in 
the room who could speak English 
was aware that the occasion was a 
private one, and this not because 
there was an ing to conceal, but 
because free and frank comment 
and d@iscussion become impossible 
so long as every word may be re- 
ported in print. Next day a full 
and accurate report did actually 
appear in one paper, with the copy- 
right mark below ft to show, that 
it had been duly paid for. Such 
are the incidents which make one 
cautious in America. 

The Second Lecture 

Upon the afternoon of Tuesday, 

April 18, came my eecond lecture, 


upon the religious aspect of the 
matter. As it was more philo- 
sophic and less sensational than 
the phenomenal elde, I had expect- 
ed a smalier audience, but the 
hall was full, and the people were 
quite as sympathetic as before. 
The phenomena interested me very 
little. nor am 1 attracted much 
by the ecientific side of the ques- 
tion. One might as well, it seems 
to me, be keenly interested in how 
the loaves and fishes fed the mul- 
titude, but give no heed to the 
Sermon on thé Mount. - Therefore, 
I can put a good deal more fire 
and earnestness into this religious 
lecture than into the other. I 
hope that I passed this on to my 
audience. 

I explained that the actual mes- 
eages were the only thing that mat- 
tered. I showed that their verac- 
ity was guaranteed first by. their 
being mixed up with the preternat- 
ural phenomena, which were real- 
ly only of importance as a sign 
and a signal. I instanced the 
agreement of the messages by ex- 
amples from all parts, and showed 
how the whole philosophy of re- 
ligion given by a child in New 
York in the book, “Revelations of 
Louise,” which I had juet been 
reading, was the exact philosophy 
which I was preaching, although 
the child could have known noth- 

g of it. The agreement of wit- 

esses establishes truth. 

I then took the soul at the time 
of death and described all that oc- 
curred to it, and tn what place and 
condition it found Itself, confirm-

} tion of the lower heavens and dis- 
cussed the question of crime and 
pupishment, showing the exag- 
gerations of the theologians—wick- 
ed exaggerations which have 
clouded so many lives and built 
up so horrible a conception of 
God, At the same time, the reality 
aa described by Swedenborg, Davis, 
Vale Owen and other seers was 
quite bad enough, though chasten- 
ing and purgatoria! in its nature. 

When I said that the average 
human being, hard-worked and 
ill-cared for, deserved compensa- 
tion rather than punishment there 
were hearty cheers of assent. 
“Comfort ye! Comfort ye, my peo- 
ple!” That was the message which 
God sent and which the times de- 
manded. It was our own man- 
made theology which draped our 
future with terrors. The churches 
hed lost all contact with the 
Spirit. They were like trucks run- 
ning .with their own momentum 
from an impulse 2000 years old, 


but gradually and visibly stopping. 


Only the old engine of actual Spir- 


itual Inspiration would restart: 


them and carry them on for thous- 
ands of years to come.

BERLIN, Oct. 16.—-The Federal 
government, it is revealed tonight, 
is pondering over the ultimatum 


submitted on behalf of Bavaria, 
Wuerttemburg and Paden demand- 
ing that the government adopt a 
highly radica] program to check 
the rise in the cost of living and 
the mark's fall. The three states 
threaten to inaugurate the proposed 
radical economic measures on their 
own account, regardless of the 
Federal Constitution, unless the 
Cabinet promises compliance by 
Wednesday. 

Details of the program are not 
revealed, but their nature is in- 
dicated by the statement that it 
includes the death penalty for 
speculation in foodstuffs and cer- 
tain other necessities of life. They 
also demand measures for the 
“forcible stoppage of the mark's 
fall’"—whatever the South German 
financial wiseacres may mean by 
that King Canute-like phrase. 

Another demand is that govern- 
ment officials and employees be 
placed on piece work pay and re- 
warded according to theizy accomp- 
lishments instead of their time on 
duty. That demand is directed 
principally against the government 
railway and postal employees 
whose loafing is largely responsible 
for the deficits in those services. 

Premier Lerchenfeld of Bavaria,

The man 
who found them is said to have 
taken them to Chief of Police 
Michael Connelly of New Bruns- 
wick today. The police would not 
tell his name. 


FIND NEW WITNESS 


Late tonight it was learned the 
authorities have a new witness who 
has given them their first exact in- 
formation that any of the numer- 
ous persons who have been men- 
tioned in the case was in the neigh- 
borhood of the Phillips farm on the 
day of the murder. 

This witness is a woman who has 
told the authorities that. on the 
afternoon of September 14 she saw 
a woman walking across the Phil- 
lips farm and displaying an interest 
in the place that aroused her in- 
terest.

My government, in dealing 
with Mexico, has been very care- 
ful to give no legitimate excuse 
to Americans for suspicions of 
any character- In fact, we have 
‘leaned back, as the English 
phrase goes, in our efforts not to 
give fair-minded Americans any 
reason to distrust us. 

“For example, heretofore, we 
have, of our own free will, vir- 
tually applied the gentlemen's 
agreement in the emigration of 
our people to Mexico, so that the 
charge could not be brought that 
we were sending to that country 
emigrants who passed on into the 
United States. 

“Malicious accusations that have 
been made in past years regard- 
ing Japanese designs in Mexico 
now are known by Americans to 
have been utterly false. For in- 
stance, there was the charge that 
we wished to acquire a naval base 
on or near the Mexican coast. 
This is known to have been a 
grotesque accusation. 

“As we recently given 
adequate proof, Japan has no ter- 
ritorial designs, not even in the 
Far East, and, as for war, we are 
determined to avoid it. | 


DESIROUS OF PEACE 
“With the United States pre- 
ponderant in power and secure in 
her geographical position from 
any assault, either from Europe 


or Asia, your policy of peace is 
largely sentimental. Your, desire 
for the termination of wars is 


most worthy and our people and 
government’ greatly admire your 
exemplary attitude. 

“But with us the desire is not 
only one of the heart, it also is 
one of material interest. We can- 
not afford to go to war, nor do 
we desire political enemies. We 
are a friendly people by nature, 
and practical necessity as well de- 
mands that we maintain interna- 
tional friendships. 

“It should be needless for me 
to say that the policy of Japan is 
one of amicable understanding 
and agreement with all other na- 
tions. We believe that we now 
are able to count the United 
States as one of our sincere well 
wishers and good friends. 

“You have given us recently 
ample proof of your fair dispo- 
sition and it is most gratifying to

were protected by Danish govern- 
ment seals. 

The hopes of saving some of the 
assets by attaching furs, etc., when 
offered for sale abroad were nega- 
tived by decisions of the German 
Supreme Court and other foreign 
tribunals that foreign govern- 
ments could not question the so- 
viets’ title to goods confiscated in 
Russia nor go behind the Bol- 
shevists’ authorit¥ in their own 
country. Bank examiners, after 
the adverse decisions, insisted up- 
on writing off all credits based up- 
on those assets in the bank’s books 
and the crash follawed. 


The companies were able to pro- 
tect their warehouses and contents 
for several years after the Bolshe- 
vists attained power, thanks to the 
Danish legation here. One acquis- 
itive commissary, trying to confis- 
cate the contents of a warehouse in 
the Ukraine, was deterred by the 
statement that it contained the per- 
sonal supply of tobacco for the 
King of Denmark. The Bolshevists 
finally broke with the Danish 
Foreign Minister and seized 
goods. 


The bank's collapse has resulted 
in the retirement to private life of 
the Privy Counsellor, Herr Glueck- 
stadt, an international! financier of 
the first rank, who was called as 
financial adviser repeatedly by the 
Peace Conference, the Supre 
Council of the League of Nations. 
Herr Glueckstadt resigned 
presidency of the bank and surren- 
dered his entire personai fortune. 
Admiral Richelieu, one of the most 
picturesque figures in Scandinavian 
who went to Biam a poor boy, 
amassed a fortune and obtained the 
title of Siamese admiral, is Riso 
sent into eclipse. He assumed the 
name of Richelieu.on the claim that 
his descent from the family of the 
famous French Cardinal and re- 
turned to play a leading social, 
political and husiness role in Den- 


The bank itself has been saved 
and placed on its feet to avoid a 
great catastrophe by the action of 
the Danish National Bank, and two 
great Danish international enter- 
prises, the East Asiatic Company 
and the Great Northern Telegraph,

ago. 


TOLERANCE APVOCATED 

During his opening remarks Os- 
born preached the doctrine of 
toleration by both sides of the labor 
controversy, advising employers 
to do all possible to get the other 
fellow's viewpoint and make 
ress through the establishment of 
confidence upon the part of the 
better informed men in the ranks 
of laboring men. Mr. Reynolds, in 
his address echoed the sentiments 


filled with advice founded upon 
valuable experience gained as a 
member of the United States Labor 
Board during the war. The speak- 
er's prophecy aa to the coming 
greatness of the port of Los An- 
geles brought forth much applause. 

K. J. Scudder, sub-district mana- 
ger of the U. 6. Veterans’ bureau 
was given a place on the program 
to ask the co-operation of em- 
ployers present in finding places 
for men after the bureau had 
trained them for technical posi- 
tions. During his talk Mr. Scudder 
said that the bureau had now 108,-

LAW CHANGES 


Relieve Congestion 


ould Forts to 
Move With Vehicles 


Lifting of No Parking Ban 
Recommended 


Important changes in the traffic 
laws of the city, made for the 
purpose of relieving congestion on 
Gowntown streets, were recom- 


mended yesterday afternoon by 
the Public Safety Committee of 
the City Council, chief of which 
is a law requiring pedestrians to 
move with the traffic, and one 
marking off on the curbs 

for parking and for loading. 

The ordinance requiring pedes- 
trians to move across interzectsons 
in the same direction as street 
care and vehicles move was 
recommended at the suggestion of 
Chief Oaks and Capt. McDowell of 
the police traffic squad. Similar 
laws are in force in New York 
end other eastern cities. The law, 
if approved by the Council. wil) 
also provide that street cars which 
curves at 
eight downtown corners when the 
traffic signal is set against them, 
must move with the traffic. 


MOVE WITH TRAFFIC 

“Everyone should be required 
to move with the traffic,” said 
Capt. McDowell! to the committee. 
“It this is done, we shall have 
fewer accidents and traffic of all 
kinds will be speeded up.” 

Under this law, if the Council 
adopts it, the pedestrian seeking 
to dart across a street crossing will 
be violating the ‘city ordinances 
just as an automobile driver 
would be if he attempted to do 
the same thing. 

The Los Angeles Traffic Com- 
mission recently sent to the City 
Council five recommendations in 
the interest of traffic congestion 
relief, and two of these were ap- 
proved yesterday afternoon by 
the committee. If they work out 
well the committee indicated that 
it might later approve of the 
other three. 


MEASURES APPROVED 


The first of the two approved 
was the one which calls for the 
marking off of alternate spaces 
for parking and loading véhicles. 


This, the commission and the 
committee believe, will enable 
commercial vehicles to deliver

The petitioners de- 
clared in their application that the 
service rendered by the Pacific 
Electric is inadequate and that 
patrons are unable to find seats on 
the cars or “even standing room.”

The application was referred by 
the Board of Public Utilities to 
Chief Engineer Osborne for a re- 


port. lt is expected that when 
public hearings are held by the 
board on the application, there 


will be a strong protest registered 
by the Pacific Hlectric against the 
granting of the permit on the 
ground that the company is pro- 
ceeding with plans to build under 
Bunker Hill a tunnel at a cost of 
$3,000,000 to give improved serv- 
ice to Hollywood and that already 
the company’s fifty new steel cars 
for Hollywood are arriving and are 
being put into service, and that in 
view of these ‘arge expenditures 
by the Pacific Electric, to sub- 
ject the company to competition 
with a motor-bus line would be 
unfair and unjust.
